RED CROSS NURSES AT OBTTYEBURG 


By GARA M. MURRAY 
Superintendent of Nurese, Getigeburg Eucampment 


On Jume 4th, Mies Delano, chairman of the National Committee, 
notified the Local Committees of Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, end Scranton, 
Pa., that nurses would be called on for active service during the Bacamp- 
ment et Gettysburg, from July let to 4th, te cslebrate the 50th anniver- 
eary of the great Battle of Gettysburg. A vast assemblage of the veterans 
of the Civil War, both Unien and Confederate soldicra, was expected ; 
and es these veterans are all elderly men, the average age of the survivers 
being about 72, while come are nearly 90, and the weather at this esacon 
being usually extremely hot, it was feared there would be great necessity 
for emergency nursing. 

It was decided that 70 nurses would be nesded with one

Arrangements for securing the best possible corps were left in the hands 
i, of the Local Committees, and notices were sent out for voluntecrs. In 
if a short time 90 Red Cross nurses in the State had signified their desire 
| to serve. From among these 71 were selected, the remainder being held 
in reserve, to be called out if needed. A large reserve was also available 
assistant superintendent of the Hospital and Training Scheel, Orthopadic 
Hespital, Philedelphie, was appointed cuperintendent. 
The 71 nurses colected were notified by Mies Delano to repert at 
Gettysburg, es carly in the day es posible, en Saturday, June 80th. 
| Specific information was given each as to the equipment che must take 
with her, the compensation she would receive, and reimbursement for 
Mies Delano joined the party at Philedsiphia on the morning of 
i the 28th, and eccompanied 46 Philadelphia nurses to Gettysburg, arriv- 
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ing these at 3 p.m. Boy Scouts were found to be in attendance, who 
assisted in disposing of the nurses’ baggage. 

Majer Robert U. Patterson, Medical Corps, U.S. A., was in charge 
Red Crees Headquarters and Vamp. ‘The latter was found to be most 


beautifully located @ short distance from the village in a large feild with 
chade, adjoining the Ned Urves Field No 1, on one side, and 
the Catholic Cemetery on the other, while to the rar lay the tente of the 
veterans from enneylvania. An avenue intersevted the Ned Cross Hee 
ervation, the tents and perennnel of Major Patterson on one side, and the 
tents of the nurses an the other. ‘The first tent in the line wae designated 
for the superintendent and her two assistants, and the remaining nine 
fer the corpse of nurecs. In addition there was a commodious bathing 
tent, and another Atted up with shower bathe. All precautions for sani- 
tation were strictly enforced. 

Rech of the tents for nurses was furnished with eight army cote, and ; 
blankets, chests, pillow cases, a lantern, chair, table, and pegs in the tent 
pele fer hanging ep garments. The tents were those designed for the 
use of officers of the U. S. Army, being of heavy khaki, 16 feet square. 4 
The furnishings were all brand new. 4 

Pure water was supplied from an artesian well. A large mess-room, ‘ 
open on all cides, was provided for the wee of the Red Cross personnel, i 
the tables accommodating all at one sitting. This pavilion was screened § 
against flies. The table-ware was of the regulation Army type,—for 
each person a gray agate plate, a tin cup of quart size, a spoon, fork, and 
knife, plates being changed with courses. The food was substantial and , 
mest excellent, being prepared and served by eleven colored cooks and q 
waiters from Richmend, Va. 

After dinner, on Saturday evening, Mies Delano addressed the entire 
bedy of nurses, peinting out to them that thie was the first time the , 
Red Cross nurses had been thus assembled actually in the field, and that 
@ great opportunity wes afforded them as intelligent, devoted women to 
chew their fitness for this honor. She explained to them eome of the 
formalities aad intricacies of camp life. : 

On Sunday morning Mies Delano was driven over the entire battle . 
field in order that che might view the 14 Relief Stations, and have fuller | 
knowledge of what would be required of the nurses. To the regret of all | 
che left fer her home in the afterncen. While in camp che appointed : 
Nellie M. Rennysen, Chief Nurse at the Philadelphia General Hespital, | 
end Mary A. Clark, of the came city, as assistants to Mics Murray. Miss : 
Clark wes for come time connected with the office of the Naticnal Com- i 
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mittes on Red Cross Nursing Service in Washington and was thereughly 
familiar with the plan of organisation and ecope of the Red Cress werk. 

In the afterncon Majer Patterson, the commandant, escorted Mics 
Murray over the battlefield, giving her all details concerning the various 
Relief Stations, and specifying just whet would be required ef the nurese 
et each station. He also arranged thet all the nurses cheuld be cent ever 
the field. 

Immediately after dinner en Sunday the nurses assembled for evening 
prayers end Scripture reading conducted by Mics Murray and Mics 
Rennyeen, and brief prayers were read each evening thereafter while in

THE FLORENCE NIGHTINGALE MEMORIAL 
It is suggested that the next international meeting in 1915 would 


present a very suitable and happy opportunity for the nurses of the world 


to contribete their offerings for the Memorial to Florence Nightingale 
which was proposed at Cologne. 

This memorial, it will be remembered, should take the form (so it 
was agreed upon at Cologne) of an Edacational Foundation, similar to 
our Chair of Nursing and Health at Teachers’ College, and to the newly 
founded course for nurses at the Preuen-Hechechule in Leipsic. It should 
be established in London, Mies Nightingale’s home, and chould be under 
the general auspices and dirertion of the organised profession of nursing, 
so that its course might always offer what wes needed by nurses in search 
of higher or advanced professional training along the new lines that 
are constantly opening up in their work. That nurses all ever the world 
would be gled to contribute toward erecting such a memorial, need not be 
proved by argument, but ic self-evident in the facts of history, which 
show that Mies Nightingale’s influence is to be found in the earliest steps 
toward nursing reform in every country efter the Crimenn War. It is
